Xi Theta Chi pledges will be 
constructing a new council-ring 
and amphitheater at the site of 
the temporary bonfire pit already 
installed and half destroyed. 

Delta Phi Omega pledges will 
be active in construction of more 
barbecue pits which are badiy 
needed because of constance use 
of present facilities.

Dr. F. Biair Mayne, co-ordin- 
ator of the College's expansian 
program, has released the inform- 
ation tnat early January shall 
see the beginning of expansion 
on the cafeteria. Enlargement 
will increase the seating capacity 
by nearly one “thousand. There 
will be a total of four major 
dining rooms, two smaller dining 
rooms and faculty room. On the 
south end of the building will be 
a two-story addition which will 
join the existing cafeteria and 
the student lounge. The upper 
story will be used at first as 
classrooms and offices, but later 
will become part of the lounge. 
The north end of the eatery will 
house the largest dining room, 
seating six hundred fifty, and will 
utilize a new, faster method of 
service. Sorry fellows, there will 
Be rio bar added as rumored. 

As part of the expansion pro~ 
gram, our parking lot is to be eg- 
larged considerably. There is but 
one hitch. No money. Unfortun- 
ately, building om campus must 
be state-financed. Unfortunate, 
because the state feels we have 
sufficient parking area. 

To alleviate housing problems 
facing Sacramento State stu- 
dents, three dormitories are to 
be erected on the corner of the 
campus formed by the crossing 
of J street and the American 
River 

An ultra-modern stadium is to 
be built on the south side of the 
campus, near Folsom Boulevard; 
additions are to be made in the 
library, and even further in the 
future, another cafeteria is plan- 
ned near the dormitories to be. 

The development al] depends 
on urgency of need, the plan- 
ning commission, and financing. 


Polio Signup 
Ends Monday 


Today and Monday, November 
18 will be the last days to sign up 
for the third polio vaccination 
shot of the current student pro- 
gram series. The booth at the 
cafeteria will be open today and 
Monday from 9 to 3 o'clock. At 
last count, approximately 300 stu- 
dents have signed up for their 
final polio shots. 

This series of polio vaccinations 
will ge given by the staff of the 
new student health building on 
Friday, November 22. This last 
series of shots will cost one dol- 
lar, instead of the previous 
twenty- five cents charged, be- 
cause the program no longer re- 
ceives its vaccine from the gov- 
ernment supplies. All students 
eligible for the third polio shot 
should take advantage of the SSC 
program since a private physician 
will’ charge a minimum of five 
dollars for the shot, 
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COUNCIL DOES THE RIGHT THING 


Some 1,250 SSC students in attendance at last Fri- 
day’s convocation were proof enough, if any was needed, 
that the long-awaited move on the part of student council 
to open the cafeteria and snack bar at those times when 
guest speakers are scheduled to address a purely voluntary 
assemblage in the gymnasium was a step forward. 

While it is true the cafeteria did a brisk business dur- 
ing convocation, it is just as true there was a satisfying 
sizable group on hand at the gym for the meaty perform- 
ance of Professor John Wisdom, philosopher from Cam- 
bridge. 

Student council should not, and probably does not, 
hope for a greater turnout in terms of the number of day 
students on this campus than was manifested last Friday. 
A student turnout approaching forty percent of the day- 
time enrollment is no mean thing, either on this campus 
or on any other. 

It seems, then, that the signs of maturity beginning 
to show in the ranks of SSC undergraduates are starting to 
be noticed by student council. If student council will, when 
thinking in general terms, consider students on this campus 
as serious and sober individuals, soon to face the complex 
problems of a greatly confused world, it will be greatly 
appreciated by everyone concerned. ; 


FEE INCREASE SEEMS NECESSARY 


The State Department of Finance has proposed a state 
college operating budget for fiscal 1958-59 of $58,026,786. 
This represents a 23.1 per cent increase—or $11,121,301— 
over the current figure. 

This makes obvious the fact that more money, a great 
deal more. will be needed if California’s state colleges are to 
continue their rapid rate of growth and improvement. 

The Denartment of Education has suggested that state 
college tuition fees be nearly doubled from their present 
average of $26 per semester (full-time students at SSC pay 
$32, including student body card fees). 

This subject has been a controversial one in the state 
legislature and will no doubt evoke cries of protest from 
Many corners, most assuredly from the college students 
themselves. 

It is true there are many students who find it a defi- 
nite strain to lay out $32 twice a year for the privilege of 
attending college. There are still books to be purchased, and 
all the other incidental expenses that continue to pop up. 

But the money must come from somewhere, if state col- 
leges are to proceed toward their goals. And nearly every 
element in the state has been taxed to the hilt. Fees and 
rates and assessments, or whatever you will call them, 
have been increased in nearly every area but that of the 
college student. 

Actually. we are getting off pretty cheaply. For $32 
‘we are given the best instruction the state can make avail- 
able, the facilities of a fine college library and innumerable 
other “fringe benefits” which go to make up the well- 
rounded, if you will, college life. 

The junior college program in this state is still ex- 
panding, and junior colleges are virtually free. Attendance 
at a junior college gives a student the opportunity to pur- 
sue the same goals as in the first two years at a four-year 
college, and gives him the opportunity to make up his mind 
about the future. It also gives him a chance to plan ahead 
financially. 

By the time the junior year comes along, the student 
should be willing to pay a reasonable price for the offering 
of an excellent education. And for the student who comes 
directly from high school, it is our opinion that the advant- 
ages far outweigh the disadvantages of paying a larger but 
still reasonable tuition fee. 

Despite the staggering cost of virtually everything else 
in the Golden State, education is still less expensive than 
in many other more backward states. If we must pay a few 
more dollars per semester to maintain the lead we have 
over the rest of the nation, then that is what we must do. 

Possibly an immediate across-the-board doubling of 
fees is ‘a bit too much to ask, but a moderate increase of $10 
to $15 per semester would seem to be in order and certainly 
‘would not approach the skyrocketing advance of the cost-of- 
living index,

ERICKSON NO GENIUS

As a graduate music student 
and as a friend and admirer of 
Mr. and Mrs. Billi Erickson, I 
cannot allow your editorial of 
last Friday to go unchallenged. 
You have done all of us, the music 
students, the music faculty, and 
Brother Bili himself a disservice, 

You call Bill Erickson a genius. 
To be sure, he ig very talented 
and a competent craftsman. Yet 
he has barely scratched the sur- 
face of his potential as a com- 
poser and arranger; and though 
some of his work (notably his 
real brilliance, most of it to date 
demonstrates merely adequate 
hack writing. The music depart- 
ment has seen several triple 
threat men, such as Herb Harri- 
son, Dick Baker, Bruce Riddle 
and Bill Woods, to name a few, 
all of whom “have no trouble 
writing or arranging music” and 
who play a mean horn as weil. 
I might add that they also have 
little trouble assuming the respon. 
sibility of making it to classes. 
Erickson is the first to admit that 
he still has considerable to learn 
about music. He is also aware 
that it is possible to challenge by 
examination any class which he 
might feel his experience has 
made unnecessary. In short, Bill 
is a talented musician, but by no 
stretch of the imagination a 
“genius.” If he is, then the MS 
Building is overrun with geniuses. 

You paint a very touching pic- 
ture of Erickson’'s litle family, Ae- 
tually, most married music stu- 
dents buy their groceries with 
dance job money, most of us 
have small children, and most of 
us would be terribly embarrased 
to have the Hornet depict us as 
candidates for “Queen For A 
Day.” 

You call for a solution to the 
Performance Group Problem in 
the Music Department. The music 
faculty and the Fine Arts De- 
partment are infinitely more an- 
_Xious to solve this problem than 


the Hornet could possibly be, We 
have a fine, in many cases highly 
exceptional music faculty. They

rather in having a respected, pro- 
ductive, first-rate music school. 
They can only do this by having 
high and consistant standards. 
They can not, and you should 
not, go panting after an anach- 
ronistic, bohemian concept of 
“genius.” Before anyone shouts 
“Square!” remember that many 
ef our music faculty pick up extra 
money as competent jazz musi- 
cians. They are an unpre 
and well-informed lot, and will 
come to a reasonable, thoughtful 
solution to any departmental 
problem. It is their place to find 
and if any student ac- 
tion is to be taken, let us hope 
that it is more intelligent and less 
emotional than iast Friday's 


effort.

In the fu- 
ture, I would appreciate, as I arm 
sure anyone else on campus 
would, an opportunity to approve 
any statements to be used 12s di- 
rect quotations from me, and IT 
will then endeavor to make them 
clearly, correctly, grammatically 
acceptable, in proper context, and 
with the exact shade of semantic 
interpretation intended. That 
way, I sincerely feel, we will be 
getting nearer to an actual solu- 
tion to problems we may have 
instead of exciting undesirable 
emotional responses. I feel it our 
obligation, as reasonable people 
and as clear-headed journalists, 
to do what we can to help, rather 
than trample to death or misdi- 
rect, efforts to solve problems.

It is emphasized that a defi- 
ciency notice is not to be put in 
the same category as a draft no- 
tice or a death certificate, as 
their main purpose is not to scare 
the student to death, but to let 
him know exactly where he stands 
in the eyes of the instructor. They 
contain such information as cause 
of the difficulty, absences, exams, 
etc., which is vital in that the stu- 
dent then knows how to improve 
his situation. 

It is suggested that if you 
should get any blue slips, you 
should first consult your advisor, 
then if you see that the problem 
is serious, additional help can be 
obtained at the counseling serv- 
ice, located in roorn 230 of the 
Administration Building, where 
the Placement Office was previ- 
ously located, The staff, who have 
all had special training in the 
field, are quite capable of help- 
ing those who request it, although 
one should not expect an over- 
night change. This is not possible 
with any counseling service. 

Sacramento State is not unique 
in their policy of issuing these 
notices.

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Labor's Stand Always Important 





The stand of organized 
labor in an election of state- 


wide or national importance 
is always highly-respected by 
political observers and others 
who attempt to crystal-ball 
the outcome. 

Labor’s role is probably 
exaggerated by many, but it 
is nevertheless important. 
What one must remember is 
that the carpenter, the brick- 
layer and the _ hodcarrier 
don’t always vote for some- 
one just because some labor 
bess says so. We still have 
secret ballots in  govern- 
mental elections. 

But labor's choice for governor 
of California, as well as for U. S. 
Senator, will have at least some 
bearing on the outcome of the 
election in November, 1958. 

At least one important labor 
leader says he thinks it is “ques- 
tionable” whether labor will sup- 
port Gov. Goodwin. J. Knight in 
his bid for the U. S. Senate. 


HARRY FINKS, a local man 
who is vice president of the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor, 
told a reporter last week that 
Knight “put us in a bad spot.” He 
was referring to the governor's 
withdrawal from the race for re- 
election after receiving support of 
labor in his plans to return to the 
state house. 

Labor leaders don't make re- 
marks like that unless there is a 
strong possibility they know what 
they're talking about. 

To be on the safe side, the 
State Federation of Labor will 
wait until all candidates have 
filed for the Senate seat to be 
vacated i by Knowland. The filing

period onens March 5 and closes 
March 28. 
i ie gubernatorial race, 
Willior Knowland’s chances of 
labor support are none too bright. 
A leader of the state CIO has 
challenged Knowland to a public 
debate on right-to-work legisla- 
tion. This indicates, obviously that 
the CIO disagrees with Knowland 
on his stand. 


KNOWLAND must do some- 
thing to amend or clarify his 
stand an right-to-work if he plans 
to get any kind of labor support 
at all. Organized laber thus far 
has interpreted his statements re- 
garding a “fair and equitable” 
right-to-work law as being in 
direct opposition to labor. And 
Attorney General Pat Brown, al- 
ready running hard for the gov- 
ernor’s chair, is doing a pretty 
fancy job of twisting Knowland’s 
words regarding labor contracts. 

An intersting development out 
of Los Angeles last week was an 
announcement by the California 
Citizens Committee for Voluntary 
Unionism that a straw vote 
sampling of 1,048 persons 
throughout the state shows 57 
per cent in favor of right-to-work 
legislation. 

This makes Knowland’s posi- 
tion seem good, if you believe in 
statistics. But like the man said, 
you can do anything you want to 


. with fiPures. If there were a Cali- 


fornia Citizens Committee for 
COMPULSORY Unionism, it 
would undoubtedly come up with 
statistics showing 65 per cent of 
Californians are violently opposed 
to right-to-work laws. 


BROWN’S POSITION now 
looks very favorable.

With this kind of backing, pun- 
dits say Brown will beat Know- 
land. Some say this is what 
Richard Nixon wanted. Some say 
Nixon wanted Knight out of the 
way because Knight could beat 
Brown, that he wanted Knowland 
in there so he can lose to Brown. 
With Knight well on his way to 
politica! extermination, this 
would leave only one powerful 
Republican on the national scene 
from California— Richard Nixon. 


Others say Nixon would not 
sacrifice the party's strength in 
California for the purpose of 
eliminating Knowland and Knight 
from future high-level politicking. 

Regardiess of Nixon’s motives, 
Knowland and Knight are both in 
more political hot water today 
than either was a month ago.
